He said this part of the bill 
is essential because “only one 
per cont of the Negro school 
children in the states of the Old 
Confederacy are now in deseg­ 
regated schools” IO years after 
the Supreme Court’s ruling that 
r a c i a l l y segregated public 
schools are unconstitutional.

and 
groups 
hostile 
to 
Marxism-Leninism.” 
Suslov accused the Chinese of 
seeking to usurp the Kremlin’s 
leadership of the world Com­ 
munist movement a n d to bring 
political chaos within the Soviet 
Union as well. 
Although Suslov’s speech was 
laced with harsh language, he 
did not propose reading Peking 
out or the Communist move­ 
ment, as Stalin had tried to do 
to Marshal Tito’s Yugoslavia.

nist parties “to discuss the bas 
ic problems ut our time and to 
hold the broadest possible ex­ 
change of opinions in the inter­ 
est of surmounting the difficul­ 
ties that have arisen in the 
Communist movement.”

There is an odd switch in the 
under - the - surface politicking 
of the Republicans: “ moderates' 
who were 
pummelling 
Barry 
Coldwater just yesterday a r c 
now louting him — for V i c e 
President. Some of them 
say 
the ticket will be Nixon - Cold­ 
water: others that it will be 
Scranton-Coldwater. 
On the face of it. this sort of 
punditing makes sense, for it is 
obvious that Coldwater will go 
to San Francisco with a hefty 
number of delegates who. in 
case they can’t put their man 
over. w iii have to be pacified in j 
order to hold the GGP together j 
rn November. But a little inves­ 
tigation among Coldwater sup­ 
porters raises some questions 
about the soundness of the plan. 
Many of them would consid­ 
er settling for second place an 
unbearable defeat. 
The trouble with the “balanc­ 
ed ticket” type of thinking, they 
say. is that 1964 is not an ordin­ 
ary year. Certainly the C o l d ­ 
w a t e r supporters cannot be 
counted on to act as a group in 
an ordinary way. In practically 
even* s t a t e the Goldwaterites 
are divided into two major fac­ 
tions that have reached a pure­ 
ly temporary truce. Some of 
them are Republicans who hap­ 
pen to be for Barry. Others are 
conservatives who couldn't care 
less about the Republican Party 
if it s h o u I d go for a liberal 
candidate. The psychology of 
1964 t a k e s one back to 1912. 
when large numbers of Repub­ 
licans were for Teddy Roosevelt 


first and for the party only on ; 
condition that it dump William 
Howard Taft in favoi of Bull 
Moos e-ism. 
Tliis is not to say that Barry 
Coldwater, who is himself a Re­ 
publican first and last, would 
follow T. R.’s example and take 
off into any T h i r d Party wil­ 
derness. Indeed, as a good par­ 
ty man. he might conceivably 
be prevailed upon tc run for the 
Vice 
Presidency 
provided he 
were satisfied w ith the platform 
and with the Republican choice 
for President. But Coldwater, j 
though he is enormously popu- 1 
lar as a man. wields most of his 
p o w e r because he is a sym­ 
bol. The moment he ceases to 
identify himself with what he 
symbolizes, his support will tend 
to wither at the edges. The ques­ 
tion is whether he could s t i l l 
rem ain a symbol as a “ veep” . 
In most Presidential y e a r s 
political parties can afford to 
make their appeals as catch­ 
alls. with a little of this for the 
liberals, a l i t t l e of that for 
the conservatives, and some­ 
thing else again in various pro­ 
portions for the regions. In such 
years personal popularity will 
be decisive. Nobody knew what 
Eisenhower thought about a lot 
of t h i n g s in 1952 — but he 
was popular, so no matter. The 
same was true of Kennedy in 


j 1960. 
Tile drive from the grassroots 
in 1964 as it affects Coldwater, 
j however, is for a polarization of 
the parties. This is something 
that is outside the ken of the old-

fashioned political pro. The pro 
prefers the t y p e of voter that 
can be c o u n t e d on to be in 
his pocket no m atter what can­ 
didate he may have to settle for 
in the end.

Spring is a season of discov­ 
ery, and not always happy dis­ 
covery. 
It’s the time of year, for ex­ 
ample, when you shop for new 
clothes and 
discover 
y o u r 
curves are out of control and 
you’re fat where you should be 
flat. 
What to do? 
Diet! 
To retrain your appetite, ask 
your doctor about a reducing 
regime that begins with tw o 
days on liquid diet food — four 
(IO ounce) cans each day, sup­ 
plemented with carrot sticks, 
raw green peppers or celery for 
bulk. 
By the third day, when you 
go back 
to solid foods, you’ll 
find your appetite delightfully 
diminished. 
Follow up on this good be­ 
ginning by shifting into a sen­ 
sible pattern of eating. 
Start the day with a well-bal- 
a n c e d breakfast of fruit or 
fruit juice with a boiled egg or 
a bowl of high-protein c e r eal 
with skim milk. Have a slice of 
toast with half a pat of butter 
and black coffee or tea. 
Sandwiches can make lunch 
a high-calorie venture so steer 
clear of them. A salad w i t h 
low-calorie dressing or a ham­ 
burger (sans roll) are better 
selections. 
You can, of course, simplify 
the whole 
luncheon 
problem 
by making it your one liquid- 
diet meal of the day. T h i s 
won’t become monotonous be­ 
cause liquid diet food comes in 
soda-fountain falvors, including 
strawberry, pineapple, orange, 
banana an d chocolate malt. It 
also is available in a selection 
of soups, such 
as cream oi 
chicken or cream of tomato. 
If you get boled with these 
choices, you can spark the diet 
liquid with seasonings. 
A dash of curry and a few 
drops of Tabasco are great in 
the cream of chicken soup. 
For a hot drink, heat the cho­ 
colate liquid diet food with V» 
teaspoon of instant coffee, pour 
it inti? a mug and stir with a cin­ 
namon stick. 
You’ll probably t h i n k 
other variations yourself. 
Dinner ia the feast of your 
dieting day. It should include 
a medium 
serving 
of 
lean 
meat or fish, a non-starchy ve­ 
getable and a salad ( p l a i n 
or with a low-calorie dressing). 
For a treat, an occasional help­ 
ing of a low-calorie dessert, 
such as gelatin, is good for mor­ 
ale. 
The main thing is to avoid 
mealtime monotony. Vary the 
menu constantly so diet fare 
will seem more attractive. 
If you feel willpower weaken­ 
ing, strengthen it via these 
tricks: 
1. Take a good look at your 
shape in a three-way mirror. 
2. 
Step 
on the bathroom 
scale. 
3. Tape a pin up of a shape­ 
ly beauty to the outside of the 
refrigerator door where h e r 
perfect form will remind you 
of the sad shape you’re in just 
when you’re ready to open that 
door and sneak up on a snack. 
Dieting’s not easy — what is? 
— but nothing’s more wonder­ 
ful than the smug 
sense 
of 
satisfaction that comes w h e n 
you’ve willpowered your way 
into a smaller dress size.

This is God’s Universe 
THREE OLD TESTAMENT DECLARATIONS CONCERN­ 
ING GOD AS THE CREATOR OF THE UNIVERSE 


Scripture—Job 38:1-11; Isaiah 40:12-36; 42:1-12. 


By R. H. RAMSEY 
THE OPENING chapter of 
the Bible reads like a super­ 
condensed Outline of History. 
The verses account for the be­ 
ginnings of all things we see: 
the sun, moon and stars, light, 
land, water, animals and men, 
without 
lengthy 
“hows 
and 
whys” of the origins of each. 
The ancient w riter says simply, 
God made them and it was very 
good. 
In this one statem ent he as­ 
sumes the existence of God, an 
eternal, 
omnipotent, 
infinitely 
intelligent Supreme Being capa­ 
ble of creating an order of m at­ 
ter and mind that was perfect 
in every way, each part func­ 
tioning according to a divine 
plan. 
Not until Genesis 1:26 do we 
find a reference to man. And 
tor the first time in the account 
of the creation, we find the use 
of a plural pronoun and a plural 
possessive: “Let us make man 


man. 
Then he breaks forth in an 
acclamation of blessing and 
praising Jehovah: the earth is 
so full of the Lord’s riches! How 
wise God is to have made so 
many of them! As God should 
find pleasure in His dumb crea­ 
tures, so His reasoning crea­ 
tures should find their joy in 
Him! 
In 
Job 
38:1-11, 
we 
find 
Jehovah questioning Job, tak­ 
ing him back to the time of cre­ 
ation so he might fully under­ 
stand his own insignificance in 
the light of God’s vastness. And 
Job is reminded of the brevity 
of his own life in comparison to 
the great antiquity of time. 
The prophet Isaiah takes the 
reader back to the work of cre­ 
ation again in chapter 40:12-26. 
He emphasizes the vastness of 
the heavens, the tremendous 
weight of the mountains and 
the infinite wisdom shown in 
all of Nature. Who could have

in our image, after our like­ 
ness,” indicating that God took 
counsel with a t least one other 
in this supreme and final work 
of creation. 
Who? 
Certainly 
not the angels who were incapa­ 
ble (Mf creation. It had to be the 
other two beings of the God­ 
head, the Son and the Holy 
Ghost, the only others, outside 
of God, Himself, having the 
powers of creation. 
S i the 104th Psalm, we have 
a poet’s rendition of the story 
of creation. We will skip verses 
2-9, covering the creation of 
light and the separation of the 
earth from the waters above it, 
and consider the creative work 
of the third day. The Psalmist’s 
view of Nature—in ascribing all 
its processes directly to God— 
is characteristic. Equally char­ 
acteristic is the absence of any 
expression of a sense of beauty. 
He thinks only of N ature’s use­ 
fulness to man. W here there is 
water, there are life, vegetation 
and animals for the benefit of

I counseled God in all of this? 
Certainly not man, for, even 
after thousands of years, he has 
not even begun to comprehend 


I the mysteries of God’s creation. 
Nor does he understand that, 
vast as it is, the earth is no 
more than a pinpoint in the 
great universe surrounding it.

These will be reprinted—the

the 
back, and used to answer re­ 
quests about these subjects. 
The back also will have color 
photographs of Ohio’s major at­ 
tractions. The present ‘‘Ohio in 
the Civil War” and ‘‘Ohio in 
the War of 1812” sections will 
be included in the historical 
sites map. 
For the first time, state de­ 
velopment officials are joining 
the 
Highway 
Department 
in 
planning the map. Agriculture, 
education and natural resources 
officials also had a hand. 
Since the end of 1962, the 
state has been using up the last 
350,000 - copy edition of the 1962 
map. Gov. James A. Rhodes’ 
name was printed over that of 
his predecessor, Michael V Di- 
Salle.

Among considerations invol­ 
ved, engineers say, were fears 
that telephone crews might ac­ 
cidentally tape a high voltage 
cable, or that current might 
jump from a power cable to a 
telephone cable. 
Ohio Bell Telephone Co. and 
Cleveland Electric Illuminating 
Co., however, said the under­ 
ground cable has better insula­ 
tion and identifying markings 
now. They are asking permis­ 
sion to jointly bury (without 
the separation) cable for 5,000 
homes in the next four years.

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Undefeated Russian Girl 
Cagers Snagged at Port 


USE THE CLASSIFIEDS 


NEW YORK (AP)—If the of­ 
ficiating is anything like the 
customs inspection, the world 
champion Soviet girls basketball 
team might be heading for its 
first defeat on American soil. 
The Russian girls fought their 
way through some pretty strenu­ 
ous whistle blowing on their ar­ 
rival for a five game series. 
Among other things, the eagle- 
eyed New York customs offi­ 
cials: 
Sat them down to make their 
forms out all over again. 
Relieved the s t a r center of 
three shriveled, yellow lemons, 
with a cry of triumph. 
And threatened to take back 
a bouquet of flowers that the 
AAU had given to the team cap­ 
tain to welcome the Russian 
girls to America. 
The team arrived Thursday 
and will fly to Kansas City to­ 
day to get ready for the first 
game Monday at Joplin, Mo., 
against 
the 
Wayland 
Flying 
Queens of Texas. 
The girls will play in Topeka, 
Ran., two games 
in 
Gallup, 
N.M., and in Plainview, Tex., 
before returning to New York 
and flying to Lima, Peru, where 
they will defend their world ti­ 
tle. 
They are not expected to have 
as 
much 
trouble 
cracking 
American basketball defense as 
they did the New York customs 
barrier. 
For one thing, this is the third 
visit of a Russian girls basket­ 
ball team to the States and they 
haven’t lost a game yet. They 
won six straight in 1959 and 
eight straight on their last visit 
in 1962. 
“We will try to play as a world 
champion team should play,” 
said their coach, Stiapas Bau- 
tautas, who also coached the 
1962 team. 
Bautautas added he expected 
the Czechs, Bulgarians and the 
Americans to be the biggest 
threats to his defending cham­ 
pions at the Lima champion­ 
ships, which begin April 18. 
He will get a line on the Amer­ 
ican team on April ll at Gallup, 
when the two national squads 
meet. 
The Russians are favored for 
another reason—they play inter­ 
national rules, which are the 
same for men and women. The 
American girls usually play one 
of three sets of special girls 
rules, all of which restrict the 
movement on the court. 
But once every four years, 
the Americans must switch to 


the international rules for the 
world championships. 
Another American problem is 
six-footer Skaidrite Smildzina, 
the high-scoring center of the 
Russian team, and Ravila Sali- 
mova, 6-7 reserve center. 
Miss Smildzina is a pretty, 
big thing. 
Miss Salimova, who has a 
sweet smile but looks something 
like 
Primo Camera, towered 
over all the other girls, although 
the 
team 
averages 
5-10 
in 
height.
